A—Perip heral neu ritis is an 
inflammation of one or more of 
the branches deriv ed from the 
nerv e tru nk s that come from the 
sp inal cord. Possible cau ses in 
elu de p oisoning with lead, ar 
senic, alcohol and other chem 
icals; v ariou s infections su ch as 
dip htheria, 
lep rosy , 
German 
measles, 
ty p hu s 
and ty p hoid 
p ressu re on the nerv e by a tu 
mor; inju ry ; 
p oor circu lation 
and a deficiency of v itatim B 
No single treatment wou ld help 
all these div erse cau ses bu t 
nerv e 
sp ecialist 
(neu rologist) 
might. Prolonged treatm ent is 
often necessary . 
Q—I hav e p erip heral neu ritis 
with constant p ain in my legs 
when I sit with my legs resting 
on a hassock . When I walk I 
hav e no p ain. My doctor say 
that a sp inal tap may show the 
cau se of the p ains. Is this p ro 
cedu re dangerou s? 
A—A sp inal tap or p u nctu r 
and the withdrawal of a sam 
p ie of sinal fu ild for v ariou s 
diagnostic tests is a 
standarc 
p rocedu re and is not dangerou s 
Q—What are the cau se, sy mp 
toms, p rognosis and treatment 
of p oly neu ritis? Do p oly neu ritis 
inflammatory neu ritis and mu 
tip le sclerosis hav e the same ef 
feet on a p erson? 
A—Poly neu ritis is an inflam 
matory p rocess 
that 
inv olv es 
sev eral nerv es and it comes in 
different shades of sev erity with 
a v ariety of cau ses. It may be 
associated with dip htheria, 
in­ 
fectiou s 
monomu deosis, 
infec­ 
tiou s hep atitis, lep rosy , Gu illain- 
B a ne ’s sy ndrome or, as is tru e 
in many cases, no cau se may be 
fou nd. The su mp toms dep end on 
what nerv es are inv olv ed. Bu t, 
in general, if motor nerv es are 
affected, there is weak ness or 
p araly sis of 
the mu scles su p ­ 
p lied and, if sensory nerv es are 
affected, there is p ain or nu mb­ 
ness of the area su p p lied. 
Treatment 
and 
p rognosis 
wou ld dep end on the cau se. All 
diseases of the nerv es may hav e 
some sy mp toms in common.

If the congress does meet, will 
Moscow rig the v otes to force a

and Sov iet-su bserv ient leaders? 
These meetings were and are 
cru cial to Alex ander Du bcek ’s 
continu ed control of the Czech 
Commu nist p arty . 
It is k nown that a solid m a­ 
jority of the 1.500 or so dele­ 
gates elected for that congress 
in p re-inv asion balloting were 
solidly behind Du bcek . Rep orts 
talk ed of a landslide.

The p ortrait being drawn by 
some is of hordes of sadistic po*

who had gathered in Chicago’* 
Grant Park simp ly to sing pro« 
test 
songs 
and 
demonstrate 
p eacefu lly against the w ar iq 
Vietnam. 
The first p oint to be made 
against this distorted p ictu re is 
that considerable 
nu mbers of 
the Grant Park demonstrators 
were not, by any fair definition, 
children. 
Of the 309 p ersons arrested 
du ring the final two day s of the 
conv ention (nearly 6 00 were ar­ 
rested altogether), at least 78 
were 25 y ears of age or older. 
Thirty -one were 30 or more. 
That means one-fou rth of the ar­ 
rested were ov er 25 and one- 
tenth ov er 30. 
The p rop ortions in these ag* 
brack ets may hav e been higher, 
since some of the arrested p er­ 
sons refu sed to giv e p olice their 
ies. 
The matter of the demonstrat­ 
ors’ innocence is also a v ery 
mix ed story . Bey ond q u estion, 
many hu ndreds had no aggres« 
siv e p u rp ose other than to dis* 
p lay their v igorou s op p osition ta 
the war. Bu t there were u n­ 
cou nted nu mbers of demonstrat« 
ors whose p u rp oses were not 
innocent. 
As 
well-adv ertised by 
theil 
militant leaders for nearly 
9 
ear, they came to Chicago tn 
p lay 
a 
cheap 
rev olu tionary 
game called “confrontation.” 
At the most they hop ed to dis« 
ru p t the conv ention itself. At the 
least they sou ght to black en il 
by p rov ok ing the au thorities t<i 
v iolence and creating an au ra 
of disorder. 
The argu ment that they wou ld 
not hav e stirred trou ble had 
they been granted the p ermit 
they sou ght to march “ peace« 
fu lly ” on Chicago's streets (te 
the conv ention hall, of cou rse) 
does not stand u p. 
On Oct. 21, 19 6 8, antiwar dem« 
onstrators led by some of 
the 
same militants who came to 
Chicago were giv en p ermission 
to assemble in an area near the 
Pentagon across the Potomac 
from Washington. They did not 
abide by their arrangement bu t 
instead forced an u gly confron­ 
tation with soldiers gu arding the 
bu ilding. That ex amp le was hig h 
in the minds of secu rity p lan­ 
ners for the Chicago conv en­ 
tion. 
Also last fall, demonstrator! 
won a p ermit to gather in 
a 
p ark ing lot across from a Los 
Angeles hotel where President 
Johnson 
was 
sp eak ing. 
Once 
again, they brok e their agree­ 
ment and tried to force their 
way to the hotel. 
In rep u lsing this mov e, inci­ 
dentally , the Los Angeles p olice 
u sed force of a sev erity little 
distingu ished from that seen in 
Chicago. This su mmer, p rotest­ 
ors gathered at the same hotel 
to shou t at Vice President Hu m­ 
p hrey stop p ed short of “ confron­ 
tation.” 
Their cou nterp arts at Chicago 
felt no su ch reserv e. They bom­ 
barded the p olice with rock s, 
bottles, 
brick s, 
homemade 
sp ears, 
p arts 
of 
telep hones 
rip p ed from p u blic booths, ly e- 
and-water, 
hu man 
ex crement, 
acid, a dangerou s ov en-cleaning 
chemical. And their endless bar­ 
rage 
of insu lt and obscenity 
hu rled against the p olice was 
not mere self-ex p ression bu t cal­ 
cu lated p rov ocation. They in­ 
ju red 120 p olicemen, a rather 
high score for “ innocent Amer­ 
ican children.” 
Whatev er the ov erreaction of 
some of its p olicemen, and the 
case for that is strong enou gh, 
Chicago was the accidental ob­ 
ject of blame. The “ confronta­ 
tion” wou ld hav e hap p ened in 
any city chosen this y ear.

N EW YORK (A P) - Chester 
Carlson concedes that not many 
inventors have done as well as 
he has. even though his many 
years of effort have produced 
only one very successful ma­ 
chine. 


Asked the size of his wealth, 
Carlson, 62, said: 
“ It ’s under 
$50 million.” Ruefully he added: 
“ Hindsight Is better than fore­ 
sight. It would have been more 
if I had held onto all my stock.” 


Thirty years ago next month, 
on the 22nd to be exact, Carlson 
proved his principle of photoe­ 
lectricity, which is the process 
that has since been developed 
into the modern Xerox office 
copier. 


Working in a little laboratory 
at Astoria, N.Y., Carlson wrote 
“ 10-22-38, Astoria” on a glass 
slide. By means of electricity 
this was transferred to a metal 
plate and then by pressure to a 
piece of waxed paper

Since it took a year for the 
municipality to levy and collect 
funds, this board of directors 
served for its first 12 months 
with no money to operate, and 
only plans for the future to con­ 
template and consider. 


Once the City of Dixon had 
passed an ordinance approving 
of the creation of a library and 
the necessary funds were gath­ 
ered to maintain the city func­ 
tion, a search was conducted to 
find the correct location for a 
building. 
At a city council meeting on 
Aug. 4, 1899. O. B. Dodge of­ 
fered to build a library building 
on the site chosen (221 S. Hen­ 
nepin Ave.; and give it to the 
city. It was to he known as the 
“ O. B. Dodge Library Building” 
and was to be maintained by 
the city for its citizens. 
The buildings. 60 by 75 feel in 
size, was valued at $20.000 when 
presented to the city by Dodge 
and a recent estimate by an in­ 
surance 
company 
rated 
the 
building alone as being worth 
over 
$175,000 
in 
present-day 
value. 
Dodge, In the deed transfer- 
ing the property to the city, re­ 
quested that the library be open 
“ all week days with the excep­ 
tion of legal holidays” and that 
the city 
raise enough 
funds 
through 
taxes each 
year 
to 
equip and maintain the “ public 
library, 
reading 
and 
lecture 
room.” 
Dodge further outlined his re­ 
quest that should Dixon not be 
able to furnish enough in tax 
funds to keep up the library, 
then it would have to revert 
back to the Dodge family heirs. 
The architect for the new' li­ 
brary building was M. H. Vail of 
Dixon, with the contractor being 
W. J. McAlpine, also of Dixon, 
Work on the building was com­ 
pleted early in 1901 and a for­ 
mal dedication 
ceremony was 
held on Saturday, Feb. 16, 1901, 
with the librarians, Miss Eliza­ 
beth Camp and Miss Mary F. 
Wynn, holding open house for 
the children in the morning and 
interested adults in the after­ 
noon. 
Over 500 people visited the li­ 
brary on that day of dedication 
when B. F. Shaw acted as chair­ 
man of the formal portion of 
the program. 
The Dixon Public Library has 
served faithfully and well die 
reading and reference needs of 
the community for over 67 years 
and will be able to continue to 
do so to an even greater degree 
when the recently begun addi­ 
tions to the facility are com­ 
pleted.

CHICAGO (AP) - Dissident 
bus drivers Sunday voted down 
a proposal to end a 15-dav wild­ 
cat against the Chicago Transit 
Authority, but a sympathy strike 
by elevated train motormen was 
postponed. 


The threat by motormen to 
stage a walkout at midnight Sun­ 
day would have compounded the 
transit crisis, which has reduced 
bus service in some areas of the 
city by more than 50 per cent. 
The rapid transit drivers gave 
no reason for postponing their 
Walker Butler. 


Sheriff Joseph Woods of Cook 
County announced Sunday that 
his men would be at car barns 
at 3 a. m. today to arrest any 
pickets. The arrest order was 
given Friday by Circuit Judge 
Walker Butler.

Meanwhile, a spokesman for 
the dissidents disclosed that Sun­ 
day’s vote also ordered Friday 
by Judge Butler, was 2,076 to 
nine against the CTA's return-to* 
work proposal.
